John Wesley on Singing 
Congregational singing is a means 
of grace. Hymns give expression to our 
deepest feelings, unite Christians in wor- 
ship, and lift our hearts toward God. 
We would do well to heed the advice 
given by John Wesley in a hymnbook, 
“Sacred Melody,” published in 1761. 


Here are his rules: “(1) Learn these 
tunes before you learn any others; aft- 
erward as many as you can. (2) Sing 
them exactly as they are printed here, 
without altering or mending them at 
all.... (3) Sing all. See that you join 
with the congregation as frequently as 
you can. Let not a slight degree of 
weariness hinder you. If it is a cross 
for you, take it up, and you will find 
it a blessing. (4) Sing lustily and with 
good courage. Beware of singing as if 
you were half dead, or half asleep; but 
lift up your voice with strength. Be no 
more afraid of your voice now, nor more 
ashamed of its being heard, than when 
you sang the songs of Satan. (5) Sing 
modestly. Do not bawl, so as to be heard 
above or distinct from the rest of the 
congregation, that you may not destroy 
the harmony; but strive to unite your

Hite has been défined as “the de- 


sire to receive some future good, 
accompanied by faith that it will 


be realized.” Without faith there can 
be no hope. When man loses faith in 
God, in himself, in his fellows, then 


hope dies within him, and he is plunged 
into the darkness of despair. Sad in- 
deed is the lot of those whose earthly 
hopes have been shattered, and who 
have no heavenly hopes to sustain them 
in life’s darkest hours. To be without 
God and without hope is the greatest 
of tragedies. Paul faces out the impli- 
cations of a life without a hope beyond 
the present, and declares, “If in this life 
only we have hope in Christ, we are of 
all men most miserable” (1 Cor. 15:19). 

Lord Tennyson, in his tragic poem 
“Despair,” tells of a husband and wife 
who lost all faith in God and conse- 
quently all hope in the future. In their 
despair they resolve to end their lives, 
for life was now “without sun, without

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voices together, to make one clear, melo- 
dious sound, (6) Sing in time. What- 
ever time is sung, be sure to keep with 
it. Do not run before nor stay behind 
it, but attend close to the leading voices, 
and move therewith as exactly as you 
can; and take care not to sing too slow. 
This drawling way naturally steals on 
all who are lazy; and it is high time to 
drive it out from among us, and sing 
all our tunes just as quick as we did 
at first. (7) Above all sing spiritually. 
Have an eye to God in every word you 
sing. Aim at pleasing Him more than 
yourself or any other creature. In order 
to do this attend strictly to the sense of 
what you sing, and see that, your heart 
is not carried away with the sound, but 
offered to God continually: so shall your 
singing be such as the Lord will approve 
of here, and reward you when He cometh 
in the clouds of heaven.” 


in Hope 


health, without hope, without any de- 
light in anything here upon earth.” How 
many there are who have lost faith and 
hope, and now life is a useless, joyless 
existence. Some materialists look with 
contempt and pity on those who need 
the Christian hope, and look forward 
to the day when it will be a thing of 
the past. 

But the majority of men and women 
can never be satisfied with the hopeless 
creed of materialism. Sir Bernard Pares, 
one of the best authorities on Russia, 
says that “Russia is now more ripe than 
she ever was before for Bible Chris- 
tianity. A short time ago the authorities 
took a census to find out how many re- 
ligious believers there were in Russia. 
So many acknowledged themselves be- 
lievers that the results of the census 
were not published.” There are experi- 
ences in life so tragic and crushing, that 
without hope in Christ and the blessed- 
ness of a life beyond this, we should find 
life too much for us. 

We do not realize sufficiently what a 
big part hope plays in life and service. 
“We are saved by hope,” says Paul (Rom. 
8:24). Many an invalid has been saved 
by hope. When doctors have pronounced 
death inevitable they have clung to a 
little strand of hope, which has held 
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them fast till, at last, the body has 
enough resistance to fight the disease. 
Christian hope, which means everything 
to the true believer, is the vision of a 
goal or blessedness that lies ahead; faith 
is the confidence that we shall get there. 
“Faith,” we read, “is a well-grounded as- 
surance of that for which we hope, and 
a conviction of the reality of things 
which we do not see” (Heb. 11:1; Wey- 
mouth). Faith is the inward certainty 
that what we hope for has a real exist- 
ence. Hope is directed to the future. 
It awaits with cheerful and confident 
expectancy the fuffge inheritance which 
is as yet invisible; at present it is hid 
with Christ within the veil. “Hope,” says 
Paul, “that is seen is not hope: for what 
a man seeth, why doth he yet hope for?” 
(Rom. 8:24.) Christ, in whom and through 
whom our best hopes will be realized, 
is unseen to mortal vision; but, says the 
apostle, “though now ye see him not, yet 
believing, ye rejoice with joy unspeak- 
able and full of glory” (1 Pet. 1:8). 
We can rejoice in Christian hope be- 
cause it is “both sure and stedfast” (Heb. 
6:19). It is built on a solid foundation, 
and there is no possibility of disappoint- 
ment, as with earthly hopes. It is based 
on God’s unchangeable truth, on the 
grace, the blood, the righteousness, and 
the intercession of Christ. All our hopes 
are founded on God’s Word, and made 
possible for the sinful sons of men 
through the merits of our Saviour. 
The Christian hope is described in dif- 
ferent terms. It is called (1) “the hope 
of salvation” (1 Thess, 5:8). Salvation 
is a present experience and possession. 
We are reconciled to God through the 
blood of Christ (Col. 1:20, 21). We have 
passed from death unto life (John 5:24). 
But salvation will not be fully realized 
until we are finally delivered from this 
body of death, and from the power of 
Satan. The hope of salvation points be- 
yond the present attainment of salva- 
tion—for we are still subject to trial 
and temptation —to the day of deliver- 
ance from all evil and the enjoyment 
of all good. Inasmuch as the resurrec- 
tion means our deliverance from death 
and participation in the blessedness of 
Heaven, (2) hope looks forward to the 
resurrection (Acts 23:6; 1 Thess. 4:16, 
17). Christ’s resurrection is the ground 
of the believer’s hope. By it we are 
begotten again unto “a living hope” and 
through it our hope is established (1 
Pet. 1:3, 21). Our hope is also named 
(3) “the hope of righteousness” (Gal. 
5:5) because justification, or the accept- 
ance of the believer as righteous, is the 
necessary condition of participation in 
the joys of Heaven. It is on a righteous- 
ness not our own that we base our hope 
of salvation, even “the righteousness 
which is of God by faith” (Phil. 3:9). 
In ourselves, in our own good works, 
we have not the slightest ground for 
hope; but in Christ, in His atoning sac- 
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rifice, we have a foundation for our 
hope which cannot be moved. As all 
future blessednes¥ awaits the appearing 
of Christ for its full realization, His re- 
turn is aptly described as (4) “the 
blessed hope.” The expectant believer 
looks for the “appearing of the glory of 
the great God and our Saviour Jesus 
Christ” (Titus 2:13, R.V.). Yet even 
now Christ dwells in the heart of the be- 
liever, and grants a foretaste of future 
blessedness. Christ the Object of our 
hope (1 Tim. 1:1, R.V.) is a dear and 
present possession, and His indwelling 
is the surety of our hope of eternal life 
and glory, — “Christ in you, the hope of 
glory” (Col. 1:27). 

The confident expectation of eternal 
life and bliss filled the hearts of the 
early believers wiih intense joy. They 
knew the best was “yet to be,” and in 
this hope they experienced strength and 
joy. “We exult,” says Paul, “in hope 
of some day sharing in God’s glory” 
(Rom, 5:2, Weymouth). It was the hope 
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of “an inheritance incorruptible, and un- 
defiled, and that fadeth not away” (1 Pet. 
1:4), and the vision of the Holy City 
at the end of the Book of Revelation 
which brought the early Christian 
Church through its darkest days. The 
believer whose hope is centered and 
fixed on that Kingdom which cannot be 
moved or shaken by the assaults of man 
remains confident, cheerful, and cour- 
ageous when others are full of doubt, 
distress, and despair. Beyond the City 
of Destruction he sees the City Celestial 
and the King in all His beauty. Inspired 
by that vision, sustained by the promise 
that Christ will “make all things new” 
(Rev. 21:5), the Christian worker re- 
joices in hope, knowing that his “labour 
is not in vain in the Lord” (1 Cor.:15: 
58). In these dark days let us keep the 
lamp of hope burning brightly and say 
with the Psalmist, “I will hope contin- 
ually, and will yet praise thee more and 
more” (Psa, 71:14). 
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Does Titus 2:13 Refer 
to the Second Coming? 


The hope of the Lord’s return is in- 
deed a most blessed hope. But does the 
“blessed hope” of Titus 2:13 refer to this 
event, as is so frequently understood? 

Twice in this Epistle (1:2 and 2:13) the 
apostle uses the word hope, both refer- 
ring to eternal life. Does not. the word 
and in 2:13 indicate that the “blessed 
hope” refers to one thing, and the “glorious 
appearing” refers to something different? 
—A California reader. e 
It would be a great disappointment 

to many Christians if they had to give 
up Titus 2:13 as one of the texts that 
speak of the Second Coming of our Lord, 
and as the text that has given us the 
term “blessed hope” in connection with 
that event. But this need not be, for 
there is good authority for this very gen- 
erally accepted application. 


Dr. Scofield has a marginal note at 
this point showing that he included this 
text in his chain of references applying 
to the Second Coming, and adding other 
references on the same topic. He was 
an exceptionally careful student of the 
whole Scriptures, as well as of the Greek 
text, and would not have done this with- 
out good reason. 


The Companion Bible compares Luke 
12:36: “And ye -yourselves like unto 
men that wait for their: lord, when he 
will return from the wedding; that when 
he cometh and knocketh, they may open 
unto him immediately.” . “That . blessed 
hope, and the glorious. appearing” are 
used together, declares the marginal 
note, in the figure of speech called Hen- 


diadys.. Appendix 6 lists 181 figures of 
speech used in the Scriptures, with 
references for each one. “A figure of 
speech,” says the introductory note, “re- 
lates to the form in which the words 
are used. It consists in the fact 
that a word or words are used out 
of their ordinary sense, or place; or 
manner, for the purpose of attracting 
our attention to what is thus said. ‘A 
figure of speech is a designed and legiti- 
mate departure from the laws of lan- 
guage, in order to emphasize what is 
said. Hence in such figures we have the 
Holy. Spirit’s own marking, so to. speak, 
of His own ‘words.” Hendiadys is de- 
fined as “two for one (Gen. 2:9; Eph. 
6:18).. Two words used, but one thing 
meant.” Thus “the blessed hope” is the 
same as “the glorious appearing.” Here 
again a figure is used, Metonymy, “when 
the subject is put for something pertain- 
ing to it.” 

Jamieson, Fausset and Brown agree. 
“Blessed — bringing blessedness (Rom. 
4:7, 8). Hope—i. e., object of hope 
(Rom, 8:24; Gal. 5:5; Col. 1:5). The 
glorious appearing— There is but one 
Greek article to both ‘hope’ and ‘appear- 
ing,’ which marks their close connection 
(the hope being about to be realized 
only at the. appearing of Christ). Trans- 
late, ‘The- blessed hope and manifesta- 
tion of the glory.’ The Greek for ‘mani- 
festation’ is translated ‘brightness,’ 2 
Thessalonians 2:8. As His ‘coming’ 
(Greek, parousia) expresses the fact; so 
‘brightness, appearing,” or ‘manifestation’ 
(epiphaneia). expresses His personal visi- 
bility when He shall come.” 
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From Minor to Major 


Contrasts between the music of heathendom 
and Christianity

religions of the world opens up a 

great field of fascinating musical 
research. It also reveals the interesting 
fact that the music of our Christian faith 
stands out in marked contrast to that of 
world religious systems. In a study of 
major and minor modes, the music of 
Hinduism, Confucianism, Mohammedan- 
ism, and Judaism shows strange minor- 
key tendencies. On the other hand, the 
music of our Christian faith exhibits a 
profound major strain. 


All music may be classified as either 
major or minor. The interpretation of 
any theme is determined to be a major 
or minor according to the statement of 
the theme. Every expression of joy, 
peace, rest, assurance, hope, salvation, 
and victory necessarily finds a major in- 
terpretation. The minor key interprets 
agony, depression, gloom, sadness, de- 
feat, unbelief, and death. Thus the major 
and minor categories are simply defined 
and classified. 


Music Without the Note of Hope 


As one delves into the music of Hin- 
duism, he finds that its chief character- 
istic ig its monotonous, weird, uncanny 
minor strain. -Some years ago, during 
a tour of India, I listened to much of 
the music of Hindu worship. The hope- 
lessness of its music, together with its 
sadness, made a deep impression. Re- 
ligious rites in temple areas and along 
the banks of the Ganges at Benares, 
marked by strange intonings and incan- 
tations, left one with a great desire to 
bring to those benighted souls a message 
of real hope and eternal life. The music 
of Hinduism is definitely in the minor 
key. It suggests a negative idea. I 
failed to hear any harmony. 


Experiences in China from the coast to 
the upper reaches of the Yangtze River 
brought me in touch with the musical 
expression of Confucianism. The teach- 
ings of Confucius were well illustrated 
in its limited musical exercises. The 
minor trend was again in evidence. It 
was the music of annihilation. There 
was not a suggestion of salvation in its 
musical strains. 


In Southern Arabia where I heard the 
doleful effects of Mohammedan music, 
I.found that this musical effort was based 
on old Arabian melodies which are all 
in the minor key and which are often 
little more than a monotone. Another 
feature of this music is its lack of final- 
ity. Even as I heard the evening call 
to prayer, intoned from the top of the 


A DISCUSSION..of the music of the 


When Robert Harkness plays the 
piano his listeners are thrilled by 
the volume of lovely melody which 
he draws from the keyboard. It is 
a great pleasure for all music lovers 
to hear him play his own composi- 
tions and the old familiar hymns by 
other composers, with his many 
brilliant variations. Mr. Harkness 
is a great traveler, having taken part 
in evangelistic campaigns in many 
parts of the world. In this article 
he’ sets forth his own observations 
of some of the great differences be- 
tween the music that comes out of 
the darkness of heathen lands, and 
that written by those who have come 
to know the grace of God. 

Last month Mr. and Mrs. Harkness 
conducted meetings in a number of 
towns on the Pacific Coast. Their 
unusual and thoroughly interesting 
services are made up largely of 
music. Mrs. Harkness sings solos, 
together they sing duets; Mr. Hark- 
ness tells of his own experiences in 
personal work, incidents that have 
led to the writing of certain hymns, 
and plays many of his own composi- 
tions. A unique feature comes when 
Mr. Harkness offers to set to music 
any verse of Scripture suggested by 
someone in the audience. He does 
this on the spot, and the audience 
learns to sing the chorus. Times 
readers are familiar with his Golden 
Text Choruses which appear once a 
month. Mr. Harkness also conducts 
correspondence courses in evange- 
listic hymn playing and beginner’s 
hymn playing. He has written some 
of our best loved hymns, 








mosque’s minaret, I noted its plaintive, 
minor strain and its abrupt, incomplete 
finale. It is clear from the teachings 
of the prophet Mohammed that music 
was taboo. He has written, “Music and 
singing cause hypocrisy to grow in the 
heart as water makes corn grow...” 
Despite this prohibition, a certain musi- 
cal element has crept into the ritual of 
Mohammedan worship. But it is essen- 
tially in the minor key. 

Turning to the music of Judaism, we 
again find the minor strain. We see it 
in the continual lamentation of the Jews. 
For centuries the Jewish people have 
repaired to the old foundation wall of 
the Temple,--the Wailing Wall,—in 
Jerusalem, and there have lamented 


their lost heritage in the land, their de- 
stroyed Temple, and the scattered priest- 
hood. Here we have exemplified in an 
acute form the minor key. This minor 
strain is further emphasized in the cus- 
tom still practiced by the people. After 
standing and praying for some time be- 
fore the wall, they remove their shoes 
and sit down on the ground and read the 
Lamentations of Jeremiah. Is it any won- 
der that the music of the synagogue 
should be so completely expressed in the 
minor key? 


The Background of Jewish Music 


The music of Hebrew worship is the 
interpretation of their history. Jewish 
history has been written in the minor 
key. Many religious commemorations of 
the synagogue are linked with tragic 
experiences. One of the most tragic days 
in Jewish history has been the ninth of 
August, on which day is commemorated 
the Black Fast,—the day upon which 
both the first and second Temples were 
destroyed. Even in the wedding cere- 
mony the Jews are not permitted to for- 
get the tragic fate of their people, and 
usually a glass tumbler of some value 
is broken in the midst of the joyous 
festivities, lest the guests forget that the 
Temple lies in ruins and the people of 
Israel are scattered and _ persecuted. 
Judaism is in the minor key. 


However, the music of our Christian 
faith is in’ the major key. Since the 
death of the Lord Jesus on the cross, 
the major provisions of God’s grace de- 
mand major musical interpretations. At 
the close of a lecture-demonstration in 
which numerous musical illustrations 
were given to show the contrast between 
the music of Christianity and that of 
some other world religions, including 
Judaism, a teacher asked the interesting 
question, “If the Jews worship God and 
the Christians worship the same God, 
why is the music of the Jews in the 
minor key, while the Christian music 
is in the major key?” In replying to 
her the writer said: “The major strain 
of our Christian hymnology is the inter- 
pretation of a major spiritual condition. 
When the Lord Jesus Christ died on the 
cross for the sin of the world, He changed 
the minor strain of condemnation into 
the major strain of salvation by faith. 
His sacrifice for sin brought to the world 
eternal hope. The dispensation of the 
grace of God superseded the dispensa- 
tion of law. The resurrection of our 
Lord sounded forth the greatest major 
strain the world has ever known. Our 
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victory was sealed. Eternal life became 
our present possession by the act of 
faith. Is it not natural that as children 
of God, through our Lord Jesus Christ, 
we should sing songs of His praise in 
the major key?” 

But before closing the discussion the 
writer went a step further. He drew 
attention to the statement of the Word 
of God in its emphasis of the glorious 
truth of our Lord’s sure return. Here 
we have the grand climax of the major 
strain. “For the Lord himself shall de- 
scend from heaven with a shout, with

the voice of the archangel, and with the 
trump of God: and the dead in Christ 
shall rise first: then we which are alive 
and remain shall be caught up together 
with them in the clouds, to meet the 
Lord in the air: and so shall we ever 
be with the Lord” (1 Thess. 4:16, 17). 

As I left the hall the teacher who had 
asked the question stopped me and said: 
“I now realize my need of Christ. I will 
accept Him as my personal Saviour. 
The minor key of my past life has been 
changed into the major.”

USIC has always played a large 

part in the lives and worship of 
God’s people. Before the flood we read 
of Jubal, the father of all who handle 
the harp and organ (Gen. 4:21).

When the Children of Israel came into 
their own land, the choir for the wor- 
ship of God was composed of the Le- 
vites. They sang when the ark of the 
Lord was returned to its place in the 
Tabernacle, after its twenty years’ stay 
in the house of Abinadab (1 Sam. 7: 1, 
2), and three months in the house of 
Obed-edom (2 Sam. 6:1-11), where it 
had been left at the time of David's first 
attempt to return it without knowing 
God’s way of handling that sacred ark, 
which represented the presence of the 
Lord (1 Chron, 15:16). There were two 
hundred eighty-eight in David’s choir. 
He was the writer of many of the Psalms, 
and was also a skilled player on the 
harp. He was a man after God’s own 
heart, so no wonder he could sing the 
songs of faith and thanksgiving that he 
did. 

The Psalms were the prayer and praise 
books of Israel, similar to our hymnals. 
Many of the Psalms are prophetic of 
Christ’s suffering, death. and coming 


glory. They have a message to the 
hearts of God’s people today. This Book 
is divided into five groups, each ending in 
a doxology: Psalms 1 to 41; 42 to 72; 73 to 
89; 90 to 106; 107 to 150. There are prayers 
for forgiveness and deliverance,— songs of 
gratitude and thanksgiving. There are 
Songs of Degrees which the Israelites 
sang as they went from their homes in 
the various towns and villages to the 
city of Jerusalem, for the observance of 
the feasts of the Lord there. Families 
would join with other families into 
groups, as they traveled along, and as 
they went, they would sing these songs 
of the Lord, so that by the time they 
reached Jerusalem and the place of wor- 
ship, their hearts were already prepared 
and attuned to the worship of the Lord. 

Along life’s journey, we need the en- 
couragement that comes from Christian 
song. I remember in our home, in the 
evening twilight, we sat and sang to- 
gether the hymns so dear to every Chris- 
tian’s heart, and this singing together 
in the darkening shadows made the Lord 
seem specially near, and the burdens 
of life lighter. The memory of those 
songs has brightened many a day. 

Only eternity will reveal the blessing 
which comes from the songs of the Old 
Fashioned Revival Hour, conducted by 
Charles E, Fuller. They prepare hearts 
for the message. As these old hymns 
are sung memory is busy, and hearts are 
softened. The soil is ready for the seed, 
which is the Word of God. 

At the dedication of the Temple, all 
the Levites (choir) were in their places, 
arrayed in white linen, with their cym- 
bals, psalteries, and harps, and accom- 
panied by 120 priests with their trumpets. 
All together they made one sound of 
praise and thanksgiving to God (2 Chron. 
5: 12-14). 

Times of revival always brought sing- 
ing with them. When the people were 
out of touch with God, they had no song, 
but when they returned to Him, their 
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song began again. When Jehoshaphat 
was king of Judah, the land was being 
troubled by enemies around. The king 
knew this was due to their forgetfulness 
of God, so he tried to lead them back. 
When they began to sing and praise, 
the Lord delivered them from their 
enemies (2 Chron. 20:22). Again, dur- 
ing the reign of Hezekiah, when the 
Temple worship was restored after a 
period of wandering from God, they had 
a great Passover celebration and the 
singers sang with gladness, and bowed 
their heads and worshiped (2 Chron. 29: 
28, 30). After another time of wander- 
ing from God and subjection to ungodly 
rulers on the part of the people, the 
young king Joash was brought forth, 
and Athaliah, the wicked, usurping 
queen, was gotten out of the way. The 
singers sang and the people rejoiced, 
as the high priest brought out the young 
king, who was to lead them back. to 
the worship of the Lord (1 Kings 11). 


Years passed. God’s people went into 
captivity in Babylon. There they had 
no song. They hung their harps on the 
willow trees, and refused to sing, for 
they could not sing the Lord’s song in 
a strange land. But God purposed that 
His people should return after seventy 
years of captivity, and that the return- 
ing remnant should rebuild the Temple 
which had been destroyed. They sang 
at the laying of the foundation of the 
rebuilt Temple (Ezra 3:10). Again when 
the walls of the city of Jerusalem were 
rebuilt, they had a time of rejoicing and 
the singers sang the praises of the Lord 
(Neh, 12:27-42). These who had re- 
turned from Babylon had a new song of 
God’s faithfulness and deliverance. They 
had not only returned to their own land, 
they had returned to the Lord. 


But there are songs in the hearts and 
on the lips of individuals not always 
connected with the choir, and we read 
that God gave His people songs, even 
songs in the night, the night of afflic- 
tion and hardship (Psa. 42:8; 77:6; Isa. 
30:29). Moses knew that he was not to 
be permitted to enter the Promised Land, 
yet just before his death, Moses sang 
a song of faith and courage: “He is the 
Rock, his work is perfect: for all his 
ways are judgment: a God of truth and 
without iniquity, just and right is he” 
(Deut. 32:4). This was, indeed, a “song 
in the night,” the night of unfulfilled 
hopes. Moses had longed to enter the 
Promised Land, yet God’s will and dis- 
cipline were accepted by him, and he 
could sing. 

In the New Testament, we have the 
songs of individuals, songs of joy, vic- 
tory, and faith, in the midst of trials, 
and unusual experiences. Mary sang her 
Magnificat, so well known today, “My 
soul doth magnify the Lord,” when the 
angel told her of the great honor and 
blessing that was to come to her as the 
mother of the Messiah (Luke 1:46-55). 
Elisabeth, her cousin and the mother 
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of John the Baptist, also had a song of 
hope and joy for the coming Messiah 
(Luke 1:42-45). 

Just before His crucifixion, the Lord 
Jesus and His disciples went out toward 
the garden of Gethsemane after they 
had sung a hymn together. Christ had 
tried to tell them what was ahead. Their 
hearts were filled with fear and sorrow, 
yet with Him they could still sing, no 
doubt one of the Psalms used at the con- 
clusion of the Passover Feast. 


Paul and Silas, in prison, with bleed- 
ing backs and feet fast in the stocks, 
were able to sing praises to God at mid- 
night (Acts 16). This was truly a “song 
in the night,” and a wonderful testimony 
to the keeping power of God. This song 
came from hearts resting in Him. Be- 
cause of their song and testimony, the 
jailer and his family were led to the 
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Lord. We, too, can have songs in the 
night, a song in our hearts in the face 
of sorrow and disappointment, and our 
song can be a testimony to the faithful- 
ness of our God. = 
Some day the redeemed of all ages will 
sing the victory song of praise and honor 
to the Lamb that was slain, who loved 
us and bought us with His blood (Rev. 
5:9, 10; Rev. 15:3, 4). But, in the mean- 
time, we are enjoined to praise the Lord 
by lips and life. God gives every Chris- 
tian a song in his heart that should find 
outward expression to His honor and 
glory. “Let the redeemed of the Lord 
say so”! The joy and peace of the Lord 
may be ours, no matter what the cir- 
cumstances in which we may find our- 
selves, and His song may ever be in our 
hearts and should be on our lips (Psa. 
81:1; 95:1; Eph. 5:19; Col. 3:16).

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Organ Records of 
Well-Known Hymns 


HREE years ago Miss Joy Ridderhof 

began to make Spanish Gospel re- 
cordings for the use of missionaries. God 
has blessed the work, and there are now 
records in eight languages, with 6,500 
already on the field. 


This plan has now been enlarged to 
include an organ accompaniment for 
hymns, played by the organist, Miss Zoe 
Wininger, on the great organ in Moody 
Memorial Church of Chicago. 

In the interest of the greatest economy, 
each hymn is played through only once, 
but the needle can be set back for any 
number of verses, and the spaces be- 
tween the hymns make it easy to identify 
the one desired. This-permits six or 
seven hymns on each double ten-inch 
disk. The first record contains: “Just 
As I Am,’ “Pass Me Not, O Gentle Sav- 
iour,” “Break Thou the Bread of Life,” 
“Revive Us Again,” “I Will Sing of My 
Redeemer,” “There is a Fountain Filled 
with Blood,” and “Jesus Paid It All.” 


The plan originated with Miss Win- 
inger during one of the great missionary 
conferences when the lack of instru- 
ments on the fiel4 was being emphasized. 
She has been securing from many mis- 
sionaries lists of hymns that have been 
translated and are most commonly 
known on the field in various countries, 
As the accompaniment is that used for 
congregational singing, and there are no 
words, the records can serve as instru- 
mental music for the singing of these 
hymns in any language. The records 
meet all professional requirements and 
are playable on all types of machines, 
from the smallest portable to the most 
elaborate sound and public address sys- 
tems. 


The making and distribution of these 
and the Spanish Gaspel recordings is 
a work of faith, done by a non-profit or- 
ganization. No one receives any re- 
muneration, and money received above 
the actual cost is turned back to expand 
the work. The new organ records may 
be ordered, at 75 cents each, from Miss 
Joy Ridderhof, Spanish Gospel Record- 
ings, 122 Witmer St., Los Angeles, Calif. 


An Old Pencil 


HIRTY-NINE years, ago Henry Clay 

Trumbull, at the age of 73, laid down 
a small black pencil surmounted by a 
sterling silver guard. For twenty-eight 
years, in copper-plate handwriting, he 
had plied many pencils and pens with 
powerful effect as Editor of THe Sunpay 
ScHooL TIMeEs, and it was only a short 
time after his hand ceased this labor 
that he was called Home. Then his 
illustrious son, Charles Gallaudet Trum- 
bull, took up the task, and carried it well 





and honorably for thirty-eight years, 
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until he, too, had fought a good fight 
and finished his course and-.kept the 
faith, and until he also was called into 
the presence of Him who will give both 
father and son “a crown of righteous- 
ness... at that day.” 


Now that Dixon pencil, with its tar- 
nished silver guard, is in the hand of 
the present Editor and with it this note 
is being written.

14 And a certain woman named Lydia, a seller 
of purple, of the city of Thyatira, one that worshipped God, 
heard us: whose heart the Lord opened to give heed unto the 
things which were spoken by Paul. 15 And when she was bap- 
tized, and her household, she besought us, saying, If ye have 
judged me to be faithful to the Lord, come into my house, and 
abide there. And she constrained us. 


Rom. 5:1 Being therefore justified *by faith, *"we have peace 
with God through our Lord Jesus Christ; 2 through whom also 
we have had our access ‘by faith into this grace wherein we 
stand; and *we ‘rejoice in hope of the glory of God. 3 And 
not only so, but 7 we also ‘rejoice in our tribulations: knowing 
that tribulation worketh stedfastness; 4 and stedfastness, ap- 
provedness; and approvedness, hope: 5 and hope putteth not to 
shame; because the love of God hath been *shed abroad in our 
hearts through the Holy Spirit which was given unto us. 6 For 
while we were yet weak, in due season Christ died for the un- 
godly. 7 For scarcely for a righteous man will one die: for 
peradventure for the good man some one would even dare to 
die. 8 But God commendeth his own love toward us, in that, 
while we were yet sinners, Christ died for us. 9 Much more 
then, being now justified ®° by his blood, shall we be saved from 
the wrath of God through him. 10 For if, while we were enemies, 
we were reconciled to God through the death of his Son, much 
more, being reconciled, shall we be saved *by his life; 11 and 
not only so, “but we also rejoice in God through our Lord 
Jesus Christ, through whom we have now received the recon- 
ciliation.

Approach to the Lesson 


ITH is taking God at His word. 
Fm Gospel is the glad message of 
an accomplished redemption through 

the death and resurrection of our Lord 
Jesus Christ (1 Cor. 15:1-5). When the 
repentant sinner believes that message 
he puts his trust in the Saviour thus 
revealed. To believe about “Him saves 
no one. To believe in or on Him means 
life eternal (John 3:36). The difference 
is like that of one believing that a great 
airplane is strong, safe, and fully capable 
of carrying one across the sea from 
America to Europe. But one may be- 
lieve all that and yet never reach the 
other side of the ocean. He must trust 
himself to the massive ship of the air, 
if he is ever to get across. The illus- 
tration fails in this: that the airplane 
may be wrecked, and its passengers lost; 
but Christ will never fail to carry safe 
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to Glory all who put their trust in Him. 
On the cross He finished the work of 
redemption, and now He lives to save 
eternally all who believe in His name. 
It is important to see that we are not 
saved by faith in Him plus anything else, 
but by faith alone This is the testimony 
of the Epistles to the Romans, Galatians, 
and Hebrews particularly, all of which 
are based upon the text, “The just shall 
live by faith’ (Rom. 1:17; Gal. 3:11; 
Heb. 10:38). These words are quoted 
from Habakkuk 2:4. A by-faith right- 
eousness is altogether different from a 
by-works righteousness. So St. Paul.de- 
clared to the men of Antioch in Pisidia, 
“Be it known unto you therefore, men 
and brethren, that through this man is 
preached unto you the forgiveness of 
sins: and by him all that believe are 
justified from all things, from which 
ye could not be justified by the law of 
Moses” (Acts 13:38, 39). 


The Historical Setting 


The three books from which the les- 
son is taken for today were written by 


three different authors, but all set forth 
the same truth because given by one 
Spirit. Luke wrote Acts sometime after 
A.D. 63, to which his last chapter car- 
ries us. Paul wrote the Romans from 
Corinth about A.D. 60. John wrote his 
first Epistle somewhere about A.D. 80 
to 90. 


Verse by Verse 


Acts 16:13.—“We sat down, and spake 
unto the women.” This was on the oc- 
casion of the first visit made by Paul, 
Luke, Silas, and Timothy to Philippi! 
At a women’s prayer meeting by the 
riverside the first opportunity was given 
for proclaiming the glad tidings in Eu- 
rope, so far as we have any record. 


Verse 14.—“Lydia . . . whose heart the 
Lord opened.” A businesswoman, from 
Thyatira, evidently a Gentile proselyte 
to Judaism, was among the group. An 
earnest seeker, she received the mes- 
sage. With no particular outward dis- 
play or emotion her heart was opened 
to the truth. She believed the word 
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“spoken of Paul,” and she found assur- 
ance of salvation. 

Verse 15.--“She was baptized, and her 
household.” Confessing Christ, she and 
her household were baptized, thus taking 
full Christian position. Then she opened 
her home to the apostle and his com- 
panions, thus making it the headquar- 
ters, for the time, of the European Mis- 
sion. Reading on in the chapter, we 
have the much more spectacular con- 
version of the jailer, who also was bap- 
tized and rejoiced, believing in God with 
all his house. 


Rom. 5:1—“Begin justified by faith.” 
To be justified is to be cleared of every 
charge. This is true of all who believe 
the Gospel, and it gives “peace with 
God,” a peace we could not make our- 
selves, but which the Lord Jesus made 
by the blood of His cross (Col. 1:20). 
Knowing that the sin question has been 
settled to the divine satisfaction, the be- 
liever enters into this peace as he rests 
where God has rested, in the finished 
work of Christ. 


Verse 2—“This grace wherein we 
stand.” We are told that “the ungodly 
shall not stand in ‘the judgment” (Psa. 
1:5). None will be able to stand in the 
day of wrath -but those whose sins are 
put away. We are not only justified 
freely by God’s grace, but we stand be- 
fore Him in grace because we have been 
accepted in the beloved (Eph. 1:6). It 


is all grace from first to last, and grace - 


is God’s favor extended to those who 
have deserved the very opposite, when 
they believe in the Saviour He has pro- 
vided. 


Verse 3—“We glory in tribulations 
also.” What is there in the trials of 
earth to distress the one who knows he 
is saved eternally? Everything short of 
a lost eternity in hell is grace. Dr. 
Henry Ostrom used often to say when 
he heard Christians complaining of their 
lot, “It’s all too good for sinners!” The 
trials of the way are designed to teach 
us patience, and to promote spiritual 
growth. 

Verse 4.—“Patience, experience; and 
experience, hope.” There is no stand- 
ing still in the Christian life. As we 
run with patience the race set before 
us (Heb.~12:1), our experience of fel- 
lowship with the Lord is deepened, and 
our hope becomes clearer and our ex- 
pectation more vivid. 


Verse 5—‘“The love of God is shed 
abroad in our hearts by the Holy Ghost 
which is given unto us.” Not until we 
have been shown how the sin question is 
settled are we told anything of the work 
of the Spirit. Objective truth comes 
first. We are pointed to Christ and His 
accomplished propitiation for our sins. 
Resting in this, we are prepared to be 
instructed concerning the Spirit’s work 
within. He indwells all believers, and 
sheds the love of God abroad in our 
hearts.

Verse 6—“We were yet without 
strength.” We had no ability to save 
ourselves. We were lost and helpless. 
But it was for just such poor, needy, 
ungodly sinners that Christ died. He 
gave Himself for those who were power- 
less to effect their own deliverance from 
the condemnation hanging over them. 


Verse 7.—“‘Scarcely for a righteous 
man will one die.” A righteous man may 
command our respect, but not neces- 
sarily our love. But “for a good man 
[that is, a kindly, benevolent man] some 
would even dare to die.” To such an 
one our hearts go out and we might 
be prepared to defend him even unto 
death. 


Verse 8—“But God commendeth his 
love toward us,” in that when we were 
neither good nor righteous, but were 
manifestly sinners deserving nothing but 
judgment, Christ gave His life on our 
behalf. While the supreme sacrifice took 
place long before any of us were born, 
yet God foresaw all we would be guilty 
of when He gave His Son for us. 


Verse 9.—“Much more then.” There 
are five “much mores” in this chapter. 
They speak of superabounding grace. He 
who has justified us by His blood will 
see us through to the end, securing from 
eternal wrath. 


Verse 10.—“Being reconciled, we shall 
be saved by his life.” The reference 
here is not to the life He lived on earth, 
but it is His resurrection life that is in 
view. He who died for us lives to save 
us completely. 


Verse 11—“*We have now received the 
reconciliation” (R.V.). The Authorized 
Version says “atonement,” but that is 
somewhat misleading. It is God who has 
received the atonement, and as a result 
we who believe have received the recon- 
ciliation. 

The Heart of the Lesson 


There are many truths which we may 
or may not believe or understand. But 
if we are to be saved, there is one thing 
that is all-important, and that is a per- 
sonal faith in the Lord Jesus Christ as 
our very own Saviour. Let us be cer- 
tain about this. To believe in Him spells 
eternal life. To turn away from Him 
means eternal judgment (John 3:36). 
Faith honors God, for it receives His 
testimony concerning His Son; and rests

upon it, knowing that it is the word 
of One who cannot lie.

Verse 10: Recon- 
ciled to God by the death of His Son, 
much more shall we be saved through 
all the trials of the way because He 
lives for us on high. Verse 15: By 
Adam’s one offense the race came under 
sentence of death.

Verse 17: Death reigned over 
all because of one man’s sin. Now all 
reign in life who have received God’s 
gift by faith. “Much more they ... 
shall reign in life.” Verse 20: “Where 
sin abounded, grace did much more 
abound.” 


Applications and Summaries 


There is a difference between faith 
and credulity. Faith rests upon what 
God has said. Credulity rests on the 
opinions of men. 


People are troubled sometimes as to 
whether their faith is the right kind. 
Faith in Christ is always right. Do we 
rest in Him alone for our salvation? 

It is not a question of weak faith or 
of strong faith. The weakest faith in 
Christ is saving faith. The strongest 
faith in religious rites or ceremonies will 
leave one exposed to judgment still. 

Faith in the church saves no one. It_is 
the business of the church to point men 
to the Lord Jesus, in whom alone salva- 
tion is found. 


A little, dying, Irish lad, who had found. 
rest in Christ, exclaimed: “I always 
knew that Jesus was necessary. I never 
knew before that He was enough.” Have 
we learned this lesson?

The Busy Men's Corner

The Lydians.—A certain woman named 
Lydia, . . . whose heart the Lord opened 
(Acts 16: 14). In the city of Cleveland 
a Christian woman, Mrs. Livingston Tay- 
lor, owned one of the largest department 
stores.. This modern “Lydia” was also a 
widow, whose heart the Lord opened, 
and-she was a great religious force in all 
the evangelistic Christian enterprises of 
the city of Cleveland. That is to say, 
although a woman of wealth and position 
and influence, she was not a mere be- 
longer, but was active in mission and all 
other such enterprises. She was active 
in person as well as by purse. 

This Cleveland “Lydia,” a “seller of 
purple” and fine linens, and everything 
else to be found in an up-to-date depart- 
ment store, was much like Mrs. Helen 
Gould Shepard, who only a few years 
ago went Home to be with the Lord, 
whom she had loved and served so many 
years. 

It stands unquestioned that the first 
Christian in Europe was a levelheaded 
businesswoman actively engaged in 
trade. 

The Christian traveling men have 
taken Gideon for a sort of patron saint, 
and we have the “Gideons.” If the 
Christian businesswomen, proprietors 


and saleswomen, should form a society, 


they could take Lydia for a sort of 
patron saint and call themselves “The 
Lydians.” 
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Radium and Radio.—Christ died for us 
(Rom. 5:8). This is the plain statement 
of Scripture, but Christ’s death does not 
avail for you unless you accept Him as 
your Saviour, and this is the plain state- 
ment of Scripture also. 

Of course, you don’t understand why 
God had to come to earth in the person 
of His Son and die ignominiously, as a 
criminal dies, that “Us” and “You” 
should be saved by so simple a way as 
just faith in Him. But who does under- 
stand it? 

One of our doctors has a little speck 
of matter in a tube — it costs $3,000. It 
gives off heat, light, and health, in spite 
of all the laws of nature that mankind 
knows. 

There is a man I know who had an 
incurable sore, and it was suggested he 
might be saved by the application of 
the doctor’s little speck of mysterious 
matter. Did the stricken man say, “I 
don’t understand this radium, and there- 
fore I will spend no money with Dr. So- 
and-So for his treatment with it?” In- 
deed he did not. He said, in effect, 
“Come on, Doctor, with your great sav- 
ing remedy.” 

The incurable sore was cured, and the 
grim reaper had to carry“him off in 
another way, when the man’s Lord said, 
“Friend Charles, come up higher.” 

I am having trouble with my eyes. I 
have to dictate these lessons, as I can- 
not read. I am getting my news over 
the air. You would think I had an in- 
jured head, as well as eyes, if I should 
refuse to avail myself of the radio beam 
because neither I nor anybody else in the 
world understands just exactly what it is. 

It is almost unbelievable that men who 
are sensible, wise, and reasonable in al- 
most all other things, when it comes to 
so important a matter as to what is go- 
ing to happen after the short time we 
spend in this world, will not accept the 
only way to secure the future happiness 
that has been revealed to us. This pe- 
culiarity in the human make-up can only 
be explained by the fact that our Ad- 
versary the Devil is on the same old job 
as he was in the garden of Eden with 
our first parents, with his “Yea, hath God 
said.” 

The Good Word from the Boss.— 
When we were enemies, we were rec- 
onciled to God by the death of his Son 
@v. 10). ENEMIES OF GOD. Such a 
thing as this seems preposterous, but 
there it is in black and white in every 
copy of the Book I have ever seen, and 
it is printed here in caps so you can 
see it without your glasses. 

Are you an “enemy of God”? An 
enemy is one against you. Jesus said, 
“He that is not with me is against me.” 

Mr. Harry Whitaker is the manager of 
the Bethlehem Steel plant here in Coates- 
ville, and he is one of my friends and 
a close and intimate friend of my 
brother. As I write -he-has been down 
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to death’s door with double pneumonia, 
and he is now convalescing. 

When he got a little better, Vice- 
President Bent of the Bethlehem Steel 
Company called him up and spoke words 
of encouragement. He told him not to 
worry about the business as he had ar- 
ranged for everything to be taken care 
of, and as soon as he was able he was 
to take Mrs. Whitaker and himself on a 
good, long trip for a good, long rest. 

My brother, who had been to visit the 
sick man, found him much improved, 
and he said to me, “Bill, I think. the 
messag@ Vice-President Bent sent to 
Whitaker did him more good than all 
the medicine they are giving him.

Now suppose Manager Whitaker, instead 
of standing hand-in-glove and working 
close together with his superior, had held 
back, as many an underofficer does with 
his superior, and, while not exactly 
against him, had not been for him. What 
a mistake Harry Whitaker would have 
made. This is exactly the way it is 
with a great many people whose life 
has been unhappy and a failure. 

If Whitaker, instead of being an en- 
thusiastic and hearty worker, under the 
Vice-President, had held back with the 
ordinary service, Vice-President Bent 
might never have come to him with the 
words of encouragement to support him 
and help him come back to his normal 
health.

Exercise 
has a refreshing effect on body and mind, 
and there is nothing wrong in bowling, 
per se, though one must guard against 
evil influences from the surroundings. 
But it takes more than a lignum vite 
ball skimming down a hardwood floor 
to bear away the burdens that lie heavy 
on men’s hearts today. Then a brewers’

“There is 
no peace, saith the Lord, unto the 
wicked.” There is no deep, lasting peace 
to those who refuse to receive the gift 
of peace in God’s way. In Christ He 
offers us both peace with God (Rom. 
5:1) and the peace of God (Phil. 4:7). 
“Thus saith the Lord ... O that thou 
hadst hearkened to my commandments! 
then had thy peace been as a river” (Isa. 
48:17, 18). And now He pleads with 
men to come to the only One who can 
give peace, and who promises to all who 
come to Him, “I will give you rest.”—

No Visible Results?—Whose heart the 
Lord opened (v. 14). For a whole week 
a student of the Moody Bible Institute 
felt burdened for the next street meet- 
ing he was to conduct. He had been 
conducting meetings on a certain corner 
for some time, with no visible results. 
These meetings were being held on a 
corner next to a busy drugstore which 
handled large quantities of liquor. When 
the time came for this particular meeting,

Use the flannel board with a river 
scene, figures for the women who met 
there to pray, and for Paul and Silas 
who preached Christ to them.

If you have a city street 
scene, you can tell the story of Paul and 
Silas preaching there, and being thrown 
into prison. Or use a picture of a prison, 
or men with their feet in the stocks.

Make the high point of your lesson 
the fact that both Lydia and the jailer 
accepted Christ as their personal Sav- 
iour, believed on the Lord Jesus Christ 
apparently the first time they heard the 
story of salvation. Some people do that 
today.

brought back here, and the child buried 
here. Her life is still bringing results 
in that neighborhood. What if Maisie 
had not believed on the Lord Jesus 
Christ? 

Sometimes people go to church for 
years, and hear the story of Calvary un- 
til they know it by heart, and yet never 
accept Christ’s sacrifice for themselves. 
Just a few days ago a man told me of 
picking up a young man on the high- 
way and telling him the Way of salva- 
tion. The boy said he had gone to Sun- 
day school most of his life, and he 
believed Christ died on the cross, but he 
had never done anything about it. He 
made a definite acceptance as he sat in 
this man’s car. He took dinner at their 
home a few days later, and made a good 
confession of his faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. That week he was killed in an 
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explosion in the air field where he was 
a mechanic. Suppose he had not ac- 
cepted Christ? 

Perhaps some of the boys and girls in 
your class come every Sunday and be- 
lieve the story of the cross, but have 
thought they were too young to accept 
Christ. Tell them they are not, for 
Jesus Himself said, “Suffer the little 
children to come unto me.”

AY, fellows, one profoundly interest- 

ing feature of the truly Christian 
life is the way in which the Holy Spirit 
leads the believer, step by step. And 
you may depend upon it that such a 
life is not a dull one. It is full of in- 
terest from start to finish. It is a real 
adventure. 

When Paul, in Asia Minor, received 
the call in a vision to “come over into 
Macedonia [which is in Europe], and 
help us,” he had no hint of what he 
would find, where he would stay, or 
what he would do. He had never seen 
Europe. He was sure of the call, and 
that was all; so up he got and went. 
The Lord had s6éme special people over 
there in Macedonia who worshiped God, 
but did not know about Jesus Christ 
the Saviour. They needed Paul’s min- 
istry of instruction and inspiration, so 
the Holy Spirit proceeded to bring them 
together. Landing at the port of Samo- 
thracia, Paul and his companions first 
went to Neapolis and then to Philippi. 

On the Sabbath they went out to the 
river where it was said some earnest 
women were in the habit of gathering 
for prayer. There they found the 
women, and sat down and began talking 
to them. There was but one subject for 
talk, especially if Paul did the talking: 
Jesus Christ who died for sinners that 
they who believe might be justified be- 
fore God the righteous Judge—and be 
saved; Jesus Christ, a personal Saviour. 

One of the women was specially im- 
pressed and moved. This was the news 
that her hungry heart was craving. She 
was Lydia, who had a business of sell- 
ing dyed fabrics. With all her heart she 
received the glad news of salvation 
through Christ; and after the meeting 
she insisted upon Paul and his compan- 
ions going to her house as guests. This 
they did, and later, after Paul’s thrill- 
ing experience with the Philippian 
jailer, they returned to Lydia’s house, 
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knowing how welcome they were there. 

Here’s the point, fellows: in any purely 
human effort of great importance half 
of one’s energy, time, and thought must 
be in the planning and providing against 
future upset. There is a terrific weight 
of responsibility, for instance, on the 
great army generals and strategists in 
this present world war. It is not an 
uncommon thing, particularly among the 
Oriental races, for a general to commit 
suicide if his strategy appears to fail. 
In European and American armies a 
general is sometimes suspended or dis- 
placed permanently if he fails in a cam- 
paign. Just suppose a general could 
have laid before him a perfect plan, 
absolutely flawless, because made by 
none less than the Lord God Almighty. 
All. he would have to do would be to 
devote all his energies, his resources, his 
powers to the following of the plan, with 
never a’ misgiving as to whether or not 
it would work. That would be very 
wonderful, wouldn’t it?) And what a 
campaign of achievement would be his! 

Well, you’re a general, and you have 
your life:to live, which is more impor- 
tant to you than any military campaign, 
so. far as your soul’s eternal welfare is 
concerned. The Lord has a plan for you; 
it is a perfect plan; it was made before 
you were born; it points the way for 
you, step by step, and the Holy Spirit 
is your Guide. You need give yourself 
no concern about the plan; you are re- 
lieved of all the stress and: strain of 
planning and all the misgivings as to 
whether it will work. How much that 
means for performance! You can put 
all, your energies and powers into the 
execution. of it. 

But do you know there are a lot of 
fellows who are foolish enough to tax 
themselves with the planning, in addition 
to the work, when, after all, their wisest 
plafping is only guesswork.

667P°HE gospel of Christ” is the dyna- 

mite “of God unto salvation to 
every one that believeth.” Have we 
been afraid of its explosive power? ‘Have 
we been afraid it would blow us out of 
our corners of indifference and self- 
sufficiency? It takes something to be 
victorious these days, and the Gospel 
of the Lord Jesus supplies what it takes. 

When a clerk in a hat shop adjusts 
on your head a becoming hat, she stands 
back and smiles, “There, my dear, that 
hat does something for you!” It sub- 
dues the defects and enhances the good 
points of your features. If a hat can 
do things for your appearance, how in- 
comparably much more a personal faith 
in Jesus Christ can do for your person- 
ality in making you winsome and at- 
tractive for Him (Psa. 34:5). The things 
of this world that claim to give you a 
lift can never raise you into heavenly 
places in Chiist. “By grace ... through 
faith,” God lifts you there. Read His 
marvelous lifting power (Eph. 1:19, 20; 
2:5, 6). 

When Paul, on the Damascus road, 
caught a vision of Jesus Christ, and be- 
lieved that his own eternal life was 
assured, he could have traveled along 
rejoicing in such a great salvation for 
himself, and have ignored the fact that 
everyore did not know the Saviour. 
Instead, he chose, at the risk of comfort 
and safety, to share with others the 
superabundant joy that was his. He be- 
lieved that someone else should have a 
chance to believe, too. 

What did Lydia need to believe? She 
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already had faith in the God of Abra- 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob.. She prayed to 
Him for help in her personal problems; 
but now she must believe in His Son, 
the One who caime to earth to die that 
she might live and who returned again 
to His Heavenly Father (Eph. 1:19, 20; 
2:5, 6 again). 

When we told a neighbor the good 
news that one of our Alpaugh soldier 


‘ boys has accepted Christ since he went 


to camp, she said, “Isn’t that grand! 
Soldiers need faith in the Lord Jesus 
more than we do who remain in our 
homes.” 

Indeed soldiers do need faith, but does 
any person need it more than another? 
Without faith none of us can live as we 
should (Heb. 11:6). Lydia needed faith 
for power to live a transformed life in 
her business; the jailer needed faith in 
life’s emergencies and trials; and the 
homes of each needed faith for every- 
day, moment-by-moment Christ-aware- 
ness. 

How important to you is your faith in 
Christ? Is it important enough to tell 
about it? A missionary friend in India, 
in a note received today, says, “I find 
it helpful for the many illiterate women 
to have them tell a story before an audi- 
ence. It gives them courage to spread 
the Gospel to the many without Christ.” 
Perhaps some of us who are literate 
need more of such practice.

For Junior Teachers 
By Ruth E. Dow 


ACH unit of this fourth quarter may 

be illustrated by a booklet: “My 
Saviour and I,” “My Family and I,” “My 
Church and I.” In some cases photo- 
graphs of the pupil, family, and church 
can be brought to be pasted in the book- 
lets; otherwise, pictures cut from maga- 
zines can be substituted. Perhaps the 
teacher interested in photography will 
offer to take a “snap” of each child. 
Several pupils may be taken at one ex- 
posure by placing them side by side but 
not touching, so that later the individual 
pictures may be cut apart. 

The first booklet may be made of two 
sheets of typewriter paper folded once. 
The cover design may be arranged to 
suit the individual’s fancy but may well 
include the title, “My Saviour and I,” 
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and an attractive picture of Christ and 
of the pupil. 

I am thinking of four different kinds 
of families. (Show a picture of a rose, 
a picture of a cow, and two,pictures of 
a boy, or other representatives of the 
plant, animal, and human families. Lead 
the children to name the kind of family 
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to which each belongs. If they are 
puzzled by the two boys, give the boys 
names such as Fred and Richard, and 
state that Richard is a Christian.) 

Is this cow good enough to be taken 
into your home and live with you as a 
member of your family? Cows are too 
dirty to live in our homes, and they do 
not have our kind of life to understand 
and enjoy‘ our ways. Imagine this cow 
sitting down to breakfast with you and 
being polite! In their turn, people are 
net good enough—clean from sin —to 
live in Heaven, and do not have the 
right kind of life to understand and en- 
joy God’s holy ways. Find Romans 3: 
23 and see if it means that. But people 
can get into God’s family and live with 
Him! 

We are going to write some of the 
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things we learn from the Bible about 
getting into God’s family, or Kingdom 
as it is called because God is not only 
the Father but the King. (Give instruc- 
tions for making the booklet.) What is 
in the Bible is meant for each one of 
us as well as for everybody. Each one 
of you is to make his booklet for him- 
self, so you will use your own name in 
place of the general one in the Bible. 
Richard would write on one page of his 
booklet (write on the blackboard): 
“Richard has sinned, and come short of 
the glory of God. Romans 3:23.” How 
are we going to be saved from our sin 
and failure? 

Find in the Bible the three verses re- 
ferred to below, clarify them, and write 
the personal form on the board to be 
copied on page one of the booklets. Tell 
the children to write their own names 
in the blank spaces. “God so loved 
, that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that if believes in him 
should not perish, but have everlasting 
life. John 3:16.” “Except be born 
again, he [she] cannot see the kingdom 
of God. John 3:3.” “ , believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt 
be saved. Acts 16:31.” 

There are four verses also for the 
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questions, under 42 main subjects, and is 
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second page of the booklet. The first 
is the decision verse. Do not pass over 
it lightly. After the sentence is copied, 
the pupil should sign his or her name 
to show he makes the statement his 
own. If you doubt thet certain pupils 
are ready to sign it, suggest that they 
leave the signing until later, but show 
that the other verses on this page can- 
not be true until they believe the first. 
“I believe that Jesus Christ is the Son 
of God—the Son of God, who loved 
me, and gave himself for me. Acts 
8:37; Gal. 2:20. {signature].” 
" who believes that Jesus is the 
Christ is born of God. 1 John 5:1.” “To

MONG most Protestants, two rites 

are recognized as sacraments, — the 
Lord’s Supper and Baptism. This week 
and in next week’s meeting we are to 
examine into the meaning of these two 
sacraments. The word “sacrament” 
comes from the Latin Vulgate transla- 
tion of a Greek word found in Ephe- 
sians 1:9 and 1:27 which means liter- 
‘ally, “mystery, or revealed secret.” 
Three things must be true of a sacra- 
ment: (1) It must be an ordinance in- 
stituted by the Lord Jesus Himself; (2) 
there must be a promise of blessing con- 
nected with the observance of it; (3) 
there must be a visible element accom- 
panying it. 

we 

Our Scripture lesson for this week 
brings us Faul’s inspired record of the 
institution of the Lord’s Supper by the 
Lord Jesus. Matthew, Mark, and Luke 
also tell of the institution of the Lord’s 
Supper and it will be helpful to have 
ail four ot these Scripture passages read. 
You will find them in Matthew 26:26- 
29; Mark 14:22-25; and Luke 22:14-20; 
and I Corinthians 11: 23-34. 

That there is a definite blessing con- 
nected with the Lord’s Supper is seen 
from 1 Corinthians 11:26. We are all 
familiar with the visible elements, — 
the bread and the wine used in the 
observance of it. Hence, the Lord’s Sup- 
per meets all three of the requirements 
generally understood by Protestants as 
essential to a sacrament. 

b 

But just what should it mean to an 

individual believer when he partakes of 
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the Lord’s Supper? Is it to be looked 
upon merely as a ceremony to be per- 
formed at regular intervals? The mean- 
ing goes far deeper than this. We may 
think of the Lord’s Supper in five ways: 

1. It is a memorial of the death of thie 
Lord Jesus and a confession of faith in 
His redeeming work on the cross, by 
those who partake in it (Luke 22:19, 20). 
It is not observed in secret but in pub- 
lic, where even unbelievers may wit- 
ness it. Hence in the Lord’s Supper we 
“shew the Lord’s death” (1 Cor. 11:26), 
and proclaim to all our faith that His 
blood was shed for us. 


2. The Lord’s Supper is a tangible 
pledge of the forgiveness of our sin, 
through the shedding of the blood of the 
Lord Jesus (Matt. 26:28) and by the 
breaking of His body for us (Luke 22: 
19). 


3. The Lord’s Supper is a covenant 
rite between the believer and the Lord 
Jesus, the bread, typifying His flesh, re- 
minding us that He is the Bread of Life, 
the Living Bread which came down from 
Heaven (John 6:51). The partaking of 
the physical bread and physical wine 
symbolizes the spiritual feeding upon 
Him, whereby the believer receives 
strength and power (John 6:53-57). 


4. The Lord’s Supper is an emblem of 
the communion of believers with each 
other, and as such is intended to 
strengthen Christian fellowship through 
the recognition that we are all members 
of one body of which Christ is the Head 
(1 Cor. 10:17; 12:12-27). 


5. The Lord’s Supper is a confirmation 
of the believer’s assurance of eternal life 
and of the resurrection of the body (John 
6:54; Matt. 26:29). It is to be observed 
“till he come” (1 Cor. 11:26). Thus it 
looks forward to the Lord’s promise that 
He will come again and receive us unto 
Himself (John 14:3), when we shall be 
with Him and shall be like Him (1 John 
3:2). 


To sum up, then, the Lord’s Supper 
symbolizes and makes real to the be- 
liever His threefold redemption, — that 
of the past, in the shed blood of the Lord 
Jesus on the cross; that of the present, 
in the nourishment, strength, and power 
that comes from His abiding presence 
with us here and now; and in the future, 
as it looks forward to His coming and 
the perfecting of all His plan of redemp- 
tion in and for us.

| With the New Books 


The Romance of Women Hymn 
Writers. By F. W. Pitt. (Fundamental 
Truth Publishers, Findlay, Ohio, $1.) A 
lover of true poetry, a lover of the Lord 
and of spiritual things, one whose writ- 
ings are widely known in Great Britain, 
has written out of his very heart these 
studies of women hymn writers. He re- 
marks about the strange fact that no 
woman hymn writer was known until 
1760, when Miss Annie Steele published 
two volumes. Her first hymn, “Father, 
whate’er of earthly bliss Thy sovereign 
will denies,” was written after the tragic 
death by drowning of her fiance on the 
day before their wedding. Many other 
women have written immortal verse, 
such as Harriet Auber’s “Our blessed 
Redeemer, ere He breathed His tender 
last farewell”; Charlotte Elliott’s “Just 
As I Am”; Elizabeth Clephane’s “The 
Ninety and Nine”; “Immanuel’s Land,” 
by Mrs. Cousins. The personal lives of 
some fifteen writers are studied, their 
works analyzed and interpeted, and 
most of the hymns are printed in full. 
It is not a compilation of cold, dry facts, 
but the warmly spiritual and sympa- 
thetic writing of one who has pondered 
deeply both the form and the substance 
of some of the loveliest hymns sung. He 
frankly owns to his personal delight in 
some certain verses, and his questioning 
of some others. This is a book that will 
be loved and prized for one’s own de- 
votions, and it contains a wealth of in- 
terest that can be used in many ways 
and passed on to others. 


The Handbook to the Lutheran 
Hymnal. Compiled by W. G. Polack. 
(Concordia Publishing House, St. Louis, 
Mo., $4.) Like the Psalms of David, 
many of the older hymns seem to plumb 
the depths of human emotion and then 
lead.the soul out into triumphant faith 
in the living God and bright hopes of 
a glorious eternity with Him. The grace- 
ful, lovely lines set to stately music are 
capable of lifting the Christian’s heart 
from the valley of doubt to the sunlit 
plateau of delight in the Lord. 


Dr. Polack has accomplished a prodi- 
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gious and worth-while task in compiling 
and editing this valuable compendium 
of hymnology. It contains the words 
(without music) of 660 hymns very gen- 
erally used in the Lutheran Church, but 
of which many are well-known and 
loved in all the other evangelical de- 
nominations. A large proportion have 
come from German writers, and in this 
volume the original German and the ex- 
cellent translations are given in parallel 
columns. Accompanying every hymn 
are explanatory notes telling something 
about the writers and translators, and the 
circumstances under which the hymns 
were written. The second part (136 
pages) consists of condensed biograph- 
ical sketches of all the writers, in alpha- 
betical order. Here one finds such 
famous names as Addison, Alford, Bar- 
ing-Gould, Baxter, Bonar, Cowper, Dodd- 
ridge, Havergal, Luther, Gerhardt, Me- 
lanchton, Milton, Montgomery, Neander, 
Newton, Sibelius, Spitta, Tersteegen, and 
many others. With each sketch are 
given the titles of the writer’s hymns 
in this volume. There is a three-page 
bibliography. 

The indexes constitute one of the valu- 
able parts of this encyclopedic work. 
There is a table of hymns for the feasts, 
festivals, and Sundays of the church 
year; and indexes of Biblical references, 
first lines of original hymns, first lines 
of stanzas (except of first stanzas), 
tunes, subjects, authors, composers, trans- 
lators, and first lines. 

This well-bound volume (red’ cloth 
with gold lettering) has a wide range 
of usefulness. Its many indexes and 
logical systematic arrangement make it 
a valuable reference book on hymnology 
for pastors, superintendents, singing 
leaders, Bible teachers, writers, and 
editors. But this is more than a refer- 
ence book. Those Christians who have 
learned the blessing of committing 
hymns to memory will be glad to have 
it; and any Christian, reading it as a 
devotional book, will find it a storehouse 
of treasures of truth concerning the 
Christian life. 


Modern Religious Faiths. By C. E. 
Brown, D.D. (Gospel Trumpet Co., An- 
derson, Ind., $1.25.) “A simplified map 
of the world of religion,” as it has been 
designated, this book is intended to help 
each reader to identify “the place of 
his own religious dwelling,” and more 
particularly to enable him to recognize 
and correctly appraise the beliefs of the 
adherents of the many cults and isms 
which the Christian must meet on every 
hand. In his opening chapters the author 
shows almost too great lenience in his 
contention that as all of these cults rep- 
resent man’s highest ideal of goodness 
and truth, they are to be kindly, sym- 
pathetically, and understandingly dealt 
with. He seems to credit them and their 
founders with more purity of purpose 
than will readily be conceded by many. 
Under “When the Living Seek the 
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Dead” (Spiritualism) is given the history 
of the movement, an analysis of it, and 
the Scriptures forbidding its practice. 
“Dreaming About the Spirits” tells the 
story of Theosophy, and gives particular 
information about fhe “hard doctrine” 
of Karma, or fate, which underlies sev- 
eral false religions. The fantastic Rosi- 
crucianism is aptly headed “Counting the 
Clouds.” New Thought is captioned 
“The Ambition to be God,” and its re- 
lation to Christian Science, which is 
“The Religion of Paradox,” is pointed 
out. Mormonism and Jehovah’s Wit- 
nesses are also discussed. Each of these 
are shown to be at variance with true 
Christianity. The style of the book is 
easy and popular, and the history of these 
cults is informing and interesting read- 
ing. 


The Christ of the Ages. By Frank 
Grenville Beardsley, Ph.D. (American 
Tract Society, 7 West 45th St., New York 
City, $1.50.) For the reader who desires 
a swift and summary giance at church 
history, this is a good handbook. Spe- 
cially valuable is the section of history 
in the sub-apostolic age, and the chap- 
ter on revivals in America. The book 
might be entitled “The Church of Christ 
through the Ages,” as it does not deal at 
length with Christ Himself. When it 


treats of Him, it is decidedly weak in 


setting forth His person and work. The 
emphasis of the book is upon the social 
aspects of the Gospel rather than upon 
the Gospel itself, or upon Christ, its 
center. The author is opposed to war, 
stating baldly that the “early Christians 
condemned war as inconsistent with the 
teachings of their Master” (p. 314). He 
is lacking in historic perspective when 
he fails to mention that the opposition 
of the Church Fathers and of their fel- 
low Christians was not to the military 
profession so much as to its pagan and 
polytheistic associations. 

The author holds and sets forth at 
length the now well-known arguments 
of the Wellhausen school, and supports 
a naturalistic and evolutionary view of 
God. Referring to the history of Israel, 
the author writes, “In the earlier period 
they conceived of Jehovah as a tribal’ 
God who protected and directed them” 
(p. 24). And again referring to the 
development as “long, slow, and often 
painful,” he writes that it was then “that 
Israel at last came to any adequate con- 
ception of the uniqueness and unity of 
God”; the Babylonian exile and then the 
restoration “led to the belief that Je- 
hovah governed the affairs of all nations 
as well as their own” (p. 24).. Thus are 
restated all of the arguments, including 
the supposed importance of prophetism 
in the “late” development of the idea 
of Jehovah, and the “low” view of sacri- 
fices of the later prophets. How the 
author can consistently lay claim to his 
belief in the supernaturalism of Chris- 
tianity, as he does throughout the work, 
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and yet cling to such views is hard to 
understand. 

The author does not olarify what he 
means by the Fatherhood of God, and 
the brotherhood of man. Jesus is more 
of a teacher than a Saviour to this 
author, His first coming being to give 
mankind “a new system of ethics” (p. 
323). The resurrection is not differen- 
tiated from immortality. It is little won- 
der that the only results attributed .to 
Christianity are the by-products of evan- 
gelical preaching such as the social out- 
workings in the abolition of slavery, the 
elevated status of women, education, 
medicine, and so forth. There is no men- 
tion of the regenerating work of the 
Spirit, no plain and unequivocal statement 
of the basic cause of such social effects. 
There is no clear statement of the sec- 
ond advent. 


While Dr. Beardsley has given a good 


‘outline of church history, he fails where- 


ever he touches the heart of the Gospel, 
without which that history would never 
have been possible.
